Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1963.  The 
Report  covers  a  period,  the  latter  part  of  which  I  acted  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  Joint  Area. 

I  have  to  record  with  deep  regret  the  death  on  18th  October,  1963, 
of  Dr.  John  Walker  Crawford,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 
Sevenoaks,  Southborough  and  Tonbridge  Joint  Health  Area.  The  late 
Dr.  Crawford  was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Joint 
Health  Area  on  the  1st  April,  1947,  and  during  his  period  of  office 
he  was  popular  and  highly  esteemed  by  all  those  with  whom  he  came 
in  contact.  Many  tributes  were  paid  by  the  Members  of  the  Local 
Authorities  in  whose  Districts  he  had  worked  and  to  whom  he  had 
given  such  valuable  service. 

The  Report  is  given  in  its  usual  form.  In  the  first  part  of  the 
Report,  sections  dealing  with  STAFF,  STATISTICS,  HEALTH 
SERVICES  and  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  are  combined  to  show 
particulars  both  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each  District.  In 
the  second  part  of  the  Report,  separate  sections  are  given  for  each 
of  the  five  Districts  dealing  with  the  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
of  the  District,  HOUSING  and  INSPECTION  and  SUPERVISION  OF 
FOOD.  Separate  Reports  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  not 
given,  but  the  record  of  their  work  is  incorporated  in  the  Report. 

The  POPULATION  as  estimated!  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the 
Joint  Health  Area  for  mid-1963  was  118,680,  an  increase  of  2,160  over 
the  mid-1962  figure.  The  population  figures  for  each  District  are  given 
on  page  11,  together  with  the  estimated  population  for  the  previous 
year;  an  increase  in  population  occurred  in  each  of  the  five  Districts 
in  the  Area. 
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The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE  (number  of  births  per  1,000  home 
population)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  in  1963  was  18.05  compared 
with  17.04  for  the  Area  in  the  previous  year.  The  Birth  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1963  was  18.2. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  (number  of  deaths  per  1,000  home 
population)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  in  1963  was  12.08  compared 
with  12.2  for  England  and  Wales;  the  death  rate  for  1962  in  the  Joint 
Health  Area  was  11.47. 

In  the  Table  of  Statistics  on  page  12,  in  addition  to  the  Crude 
Birth  and  Death  Rates  for  the  individual  Districts,  the  Adjusted  Birth 
and  Death  Rates  are  also  shown.  These  Adjusted  Rates  are  obtained 
by  multiplying  the  Crude  Rates  by  the  Comparability  Factors  for  the 
individual  Districts  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General;  the  Factor 
makes  allowances  for  the  different  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
population  in  a  particular  District,  and  so  allows  the  Rates  better  to 
be  compared  with  one  another  and  with  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Joint  Health  Area 
was  17.74.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  20.9. 

The  NEONATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  four  weeks)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Joint  Health 
Area  was  13.54  compared  with  14.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  EARLY  NEONATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  week)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Joint  Health 
Area  was  11.20. 

The  PERINATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (stillbirths  and  deaths 
under  one  week  combined)  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths  for  the  Joint 
Health  Area  was  30.66. 

No  MATERNAL  DEATHS  occurred  in  1963. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH.  A  Table  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General 
showing  the  causes  of  death  in  the  Joint  Health  Area  is  given  on 
page  13.  The  commonest  cause  of  both  Male  and  Female  deaths 
during  1963  was  Coronary  Disease  with  157  Male  and  109  Female 
compared  with  129  Male  and  101  Female  for  the  previous  year. 

Deaths  from  Malignant  Neoplasm  of  Lung  or  Bronchus  during  the 
year  were  57  Male  and  13  Female  compared  with  55  Male  and  10 
Female  for  the  previous  year. 
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Deaths  from  Motor  Vehicle  accidents  numbered  17,  the  same 
number  as  in  the  previous  year.  Deaths  from  all  other  Accidents 
numbered  21,  an  increase  of  4  over  the  previous  year. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  is  given  for 
each  District  on  pages  16  to  18. 

No  Diphtheria  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

There  was  no  undue  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  or  whooping  cough. 
Measles  was  prevalent  during  the  year  a  total  of  2,215  cases  were 
notified,  the  greatest  number  being  between  the  months  of  February 
and  June,  one  death  occurred. 

An  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred  during  the  last  quarter 
of  the  year  in  the  north  end  of  Tonbridge  involving  an  Infants  and 
Junior  Schools.  A  total  of  145  cases  were  notified.  Investigation  of 
the  outbreak  revealed  that  in  addition  to  the  School  cases  many 
family  contacts,  including  parents  and  children  under  school  age,  had 
had  symptoms  and  specimens  were  sent  for  laboratory  examination 
and  a  number  of  these  proved  positive;  they  were  referred  to  their 
own  doctors  for  appropriate  treatment.  Samples  of  milk  and  water 
supplies  were  submitted  for  laboratory  examination  and  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

During  1963,  one  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  was  notified,  a 
child  aged  2  years  who  was  treated  in  hospital.

On  pages  21  to  24  of  this  Report,  figures  kindly  supplied  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  are  given  showing  the  number  of  persons 
vaccinated  against  Poliomyelitis  together  with  the  number  vaccinated 
against  Smallpox  and  also  the  number  of  persons  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough. 
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Tuberculosis. 

During  1963,  a  total  of  24  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and 
two  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  the  Joint 
Area;  two  deaths  occurred  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  from 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  On  pages  19  and  20  of  this  Report  tables 
are  given  showing  the  figures  for  the  respective  Districts.

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Three  houses  previously  supplied  from  springs  and  8  from  wells 
were  connected  to  the  main  supply.

Work  was  continued  during  the  year  on  the  construction  of  the 
new  two  million  gallon  reservoir  at  Riverhill. 

Service  mains  to  the  extent  of  734  yards  were  laid  by  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Water  Board  in  that  part  of  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District 
which  is  within  their  Statutory  area. 


2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  latter  half  of  1963  a  start  was  made  on  the  construction 
of  a  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Penshurst  which  are  scheduled  for 
completion  towards  the  end  of  1964. 

At  Croekham  Hill  a  scheme  has  been  prepared  and  one  is  being 
prepared  for  Chiddingstone  Causeway. 

The  proposal  for  Little  Hawden  is  awaiting  agreement  with  the 
Tonbridge  Rural  and  Tonbridge  Urban  District  Councils. 

Eleven  cesspools  serving  17  houses  were  abolished  and  the  premises 
were  connected  to  the  sewer.  In  addition,  one  new  septic  tank  and 
two  new  cesspools  were  constructed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Health  Department.  These  replaced  defective  existing  systems.  Bucket 
closets  were  abolished  at  11  premises  and  replaced  by  water  closets. 
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3.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  frequency  of  collection  in  Edenbridige  parish  was  improved 
during  the  year  in  the  more  densely  populated  parts,  and  a  weekly 
collection  service  is  now  in  operation.

(within  Company’s  Statutory  Area) 

A  water  main  of  6  inch  diameter  was  laid  from  Oxonhoath,  West 
Peckham,  to  Carpenters  Lane,  Hadlow,  to  reinforce  supply  to  the 
parish  of  Hadlow. 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Mr.  H.  W.  Clark,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  kindly  supplied 
the  under-mentioned  information  : — 

New  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  and  extensions  were 
as  follows  : — 

(a)  Paddock  Wood. — During  1963  extensions  have  been  made  to  the 
sewage  works  and  sewerage  system.  A  pumping  station  has  been 
constructed  in  Church  Road  with  a  new  outfall  sewer  from  the 
Maidstone  Road  opposite  the  junction  with  Ringden  Avenue.  This 
,sewer  will  take  the  new  development  now  proceeding  at  Church 
Farm.  The  sewage  from  Ringden  Avenue  will  be  diverted  into  it, 
and  the  sewage  from  Five  Oak  Green  will  be  joined  to  this  system. 

(b)  Five  Oak  Green  and  Whetsted. —  The  hamlet  of  Whetsted  has  now 
been  sewered  and  a  pumping  station  constructed.  This  will  be  put 
into  operation  shortly.  Sewage  from  this  hamlet  will  be  discharged 
to  Five  Oak  Green  where  a  new  pumping  station  has  been  constructed 
at  Larkfield.  A  pumping  main  has  been  laid  between  Five  Oak  Green 
and  Paddock  Wood,  the  sewage  from  Five  Oak  Green,  Whetsted  and 
Sychem  Lane  will  be  discharged  to  Paddock  Wood.  The  existing 
sewage  works  at  Five  Oak  Green,  now  overloaded,  will  be  abandoned. 

(c)  Bidborough. — During  the  year  the  sewerage  system  was  connected 
into  the  Southborough  Urban  District  Council’s  sewer  outfall  and  the 
Bidborough  sewage  works  abandoned.  It  is  hoped  that  the  works 
will  be  demolished  in  the  coming  year. 

(d)  Groombridge. — Agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  Uckfield 
Rural  District  Council  to  accept  the  sewage  from  Old  Groombridge 
which  in  turn  is  delivered  to  the  southern  outfall  works  of  the 
Tunbridge  Wells  Corporation  for  treatment.  This  work  will  be  carried 
out  very  shortly. 

Adequacy  of  sewage  and  sewage  disposal  throughout  the  District : — 

The  Council  have  already  embarked  on  a  programme  of  extension 
of  works  to  deal  with  the  greatly  increased  flow  of  sewage  resulting 
from  the  rapid  development  of  various  villages.  In  many  villages 
planning  permission  will  be  with-held  pending  extension  of  the 
sewage  disposal  works  serving  those  areas.  The  following  is  a  brief 
resume  of  the  position  : — 

Hadlow. — Because  of  the  rapid  development  in  the  village  and  the 
establishment  of  the  Kent  Farm  and  Horticultural  Institute,  it  is  now 
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necessary  to  extend  the  sewage  works.  At  the  same  time,  Golden 
Green  and  Barnes  Street  are  to  be  sewered,  the  sewage  being  delivered 
to  the  Hadlow  works  for  treatment.  The  sewering  of  Golden  Green 
is  most  important  as  it  will  clean  up  the  horrible  mess  in  the  vicinity 
of  Gold  Hill  House.  This  scheme  will  shortly  be  ready  for  submission 
to  the  Minister. 

Hiidenborough. — Additional  pumping  plant  is  required  to  deliver  the 
sewage  from  the  “  lower  ”  drainage  area  to  the  Tonbridge  Urban 
District  Council’s  sewers.  At  the  same  time,  it  has  been  recommended 
that  the  “  upper  ”  drainage  area  be  also  connected  to  this  outfall. 

The  Council  still  await  the  approval  of  the  Urban  District  Council 
to  the  proposals. 

Horsmonden- — (including  Brenchley,  Petteridge  and  Matfield). 

The  existing  sewage  works  at  Horsmonden  on  the  Goudhurst  Road 
is  nearing  its  design  capacity.  The  discharge  from  two  slaughterhouses 
in  the  village  causes  the  effluent  to  deteriorate  below  the  required 
River  Board’s  standard.  There  is  also  a  sewage  works  in  Furnace 
Lane  serving  the  western  area  of  the  village. 

It  is  considered  that  a  regional  scheme  linking  up  the  sewerage 
systems  of  Matfield,  Petteridge,  Brenchley  and  Horsmonden  would 
be  more  economical  and  of  great  benefit.  It  would  remove  several 
possible  sources  of  pollution  and  would  be  more  economical  in  labour 
if  the  sewage  from  this  regional  system  could  be  dealt  with  in  a 
sewage  works  constructed  in  the  Broad  Ford  area  on  the  banks  of 
the  River  Teise.  The  river  would  give  ample  dilution  to  the  effluent. 
The  scheme  would  provide  for  the  works  at  Matfield,  Furnace  Lane 
(Horsmonden)  and  Goudhurst  Road  (Horsmonden)  to  be  abandoned. 

The  works  at  Brenchley  would  be  used  for  the  treatment  of  storm 
water.  A  sewage  pumping  station  would  be  constructed  in  Furnace 
Lane  to  lift  the  sewage  from  Matfield,  Petteridge  and  Brenchley  up 
into  the  outfall. 

The  regional  scheme  would  include  the  sewering  of  the  Coppers 
Lane  area  of  Matfield  where  there  are  already  difficulties  in  disposing 
of  sewage  from  septic  tanks.  The  connection  of  houses  on  the  road 
from  Matfield  to  Brenchley  will  assist  materially  in  reducing  the 
number  of  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  now  in  use. 

Lamberhurst. — New  slaughterhouse  premises  in  the  village  replace 
the  former  smaller  building  and  special  provision  has  been  made  to 
deal  with  the  trade  effluent.  The  existing  sewage  disposal  works  are 
almost  up  to  design  capacity,  but  providing  the  slaughterhouse  waste 
does  not  exceed  the  agreed  figures,  this  should  not  upset  the  works. 

Drainage  is  difficult  in  Furnace  Lane,  Lamberhurst,  and  a  scheme 
has  been  suggested  for  connecting  this  area  into  the  sewerage  system 
of  the  village.  This  would  be  carried  out  as  a  matter  of  urgency 
before  the  comprehensive  extensions  take  place  at  the  works.  For 
the  time  being,  it  appears  that,  provided  “  polishing  treatment  ”  is 
given  to  the  effluent,  this  will  meet  with  the  River  Board’s  require¬ 
ments. 
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Pembury. — Because  of  the  rapid  development  of  the  village,  the 
sewage  works  is  overloaded  and  Consulting  Engineers  have  been 
instructed  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  improving  and  extending  the 
sewage  disposal  works. 

Speldhurst. — This  works  is  badly  overloaded  and  a  scheme  has  been 
approved  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for 
abandoning  the  present  works  and  the  construction  of  a  new  plant 
on  the  banks  of  the  stream  into  which  the  effluent  is  discharged.  This 
is  a  tributary  of  the  River  Eden. 

Detailed  plans  for  the  Minister's  approval  and  for  contract  purposes 
are  now  being  prepared. 

3.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

During  1963  a  weekly  service  of  refuse  collection  was  maintained. 
All  refuse  is  still  disposed  of  at  Goose  Green,  Hadlow.  The  new  tip, 
brought  into  operation  some  18  months  ago,  is  being  maintained  in 
a  clean  and  hygienic  manner. 

One  important  innovation  during  the  year  has  been  the  Council's 
separate  collection  of  household  refuse  not  normally  covered  by  the 
weekly  collectors.

One  large  cafe  was  found  to  be  in  need  of  redecoration  and  the 
proprietors  are  arranging  to  complete  the  work  in  time  for  the 
summer  season.

There  was  no  organised  Clean  Food  Campaign  during  the  year,  but 
the  usual  practice  of  advising  food  handlers  on  food  hygiene  was 
maintained  during  routine  inspections  of  food  premises.

The  new  reservoir  at  Bloodshots,  Tonbridge,  was  brought  into 
commission  during  the  year.
